Blizzard and blowing snow 
warnings had been issued for 
all of Nova Scotia on Thursday, 
ahead of another system ex¬ 
pected to batter the Maritimes 
into Friday evening. 

Libby said the snow amounts 
and wind speeds wouldn’t be 
that bad on their own, but the 
combination creates dangerous 
blizzard conditions. 

“There’s areas where we’re

looking at essentially zero 
visibility,” she said. “We really 
don’t recommend people driv¬ 
ing in the worst of this weather 
system, probably from noon 
(Friday) onward, it’ll be veiy 
bad.” 

The worst of the storm 
should be over by Saturday 
morning, and by Monday, 
Libby said residents can expect 
rain and temperatures well 
above zero. 

“The next weather system 
is coming from the southern 
Great Lakes ... up the St. Law¬ 
rence,” she said. “So that’s go¬ 
ing to allow some warmer air 
to rush back in as the ridge 
that’s over us kind of gets de¬ 
flected.”

Winter-weary residents of 
HRM might not believe that 
snowfall amounts in December 
didn’t come close to breaking 
any records — but they’re not 
wrong in thinking it was a bad 
month weather-wise. 

About 70 centimetres of 
snow fell in Halifax last month, 
well above December’s average 
of 43.9 centimetres. 

“You’re sitting 25 centi¬ 
metres above (normal),” said 
Environment Canada meter- 
ologist Linda Libby Thursday. 
“That’s about a third over, so 
that’s, I would say, relevant.” 

However, the snowfall is 
well shy of the record of 185.2

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SPCA investigating case 
of dog found ‘frozen solid’

The SPCA is determining 
whether animal cruelty char¬ 
ges can be laid against the 
owner of a dog found fro¬ 
zen to death outside a North 


Preston home two days be¬ 
fore Christmas. 

David Ross, chief provin¬ 
cial inspector for the SPCA, 
confirmed Thursday that 
officials went to a home in 
North Preston on Dec. 23 
after receiving a complaint 
from a concerned citizen. 

Upon arrival at the Sim- 
monds Avenue property, 
Ross said they found an 
American Staffordshire ter¬ 
rier frozen to death inside a 
dog house. 

Ross said the dog was 
chained to the dog house, 
and had to be extracted by

investigators. 

“We can’t tell at this 
time,” Ross said when asked 
for a cause of death. “It was 
frozen solid. It was dead. It 
was chained. It was inside 
the dog-house. That’s all we 
can tell you at this point.” 

The dog’s body was seized 


and has been given to the 
province’s agriculture de¬ 
partment to determine a 
cause of death. When they 
get the results, Ross said 
they can then determine if 
this was a cause of animal 
cruelty, and whether crim¬ 
inal charges are warranted. 

“It could’ve died for a 
number of reasons and not 
been removed from the dog 
house,” he said. “I don’t want 
to speculate (on a cause of 
death) because I don’t know.” 

A RCMP officer driving by 
at the time stopped to assist 
with SPCA investigators as 


they went inside to speak 
with someone at the home, 
Ross said. He said no other 
dogs were seized. 

He said the person they 
spoke to said the animal’s 
owner, a man, wasn’t at 
home. Ross said they have 
yet to speak with the owner. 

“It’s something we do see 
at this time of year,” he said 
of animals being found fro¬ 
zen to death. “These are not 
isolated incidents.” 

Ross said the SPCA was 
back in North Preston Thurs¬ 
day following up on other 
animal-cruelty complaints. 



Autopsy complete. Burned 
remains of man deemed a 
homicide, police say 


Police are providing few de¬ 
tails about what they now say 
is HRM’s first homicide of 2014 
after the burned remains of a 
man were found on New Year’s 
Day at Oakfield Provincial 
Park. 

An autopsy was conducted 
Thursday and RCMP spokes¬ 
person Cpl. Scott MacRae said 
the results showed the man 
was killed, although he provid¬ 
ed no other details, including 
cause of death. 

“Any details around the 
man’s death are not being re¬ 
leased at this time,” MacRae 
said. 

A passerby discovered the 
body Wednesday at Oakfield 
Provincial Park in Grand Lake, 
about 35 kilometres north of 
Halifax. 


The body was removed 
from the scene as the RCMP 
and the medical examiner’s of¬ 
fice investigated. 

MacRae says they are appeal¬ 
ing to the public for informa¬ 
tion on the case, but wouldn’t 
say if they had brought anyone 
in for questioning. 

MacRae couldn’t say wheth¬ 
er the killing was random or

Stabbing victim marvels 
at love, support received 


Scott Jones posted a message to 
his friends, family and support¬ 
ers through Faceboolc on New 
Year’s Day about 2013 being a 
tough year for him. 

“This year was one of the 
hardest years of my life,” wrote 
Jones, who was stabbed and left 
paralyzed following an early- 
morning attack on Oct. 12 in 
New Glasgow. “It was also one 
of the most enlightening and 
emotionally profound.” 

The Jan. 1 message was post¬ 
ed to his Faceboolc page and to 
Don’t Be Afraid, an awareness 
campaign against homophobia. 

Jones, a community-minded 
musician and choir director, 
was walking from a bar follow¬ 
ing an art opening when he 
was stabbed in the back and left 
on the street. 

Police arrested Trenton na¬ 
tive Shane Matheson within 
a day of the stabbing. He has 
been charged with attempted 
murder, aggravated assault and 
possession of a weapon danger¬ 
ous to the public peace. 



Jones said things changed 
for him when he started to get 
support from across the coun¬ 
try following the attack. 

“Then love started to pour 
in around me — and it poured 
hard! People were so, so help¬ 
ful — visiting, sending messa¬ 
ges, donations, bringing food, 
organizing events,” he wrote.

Nova Scotia’s new health min¬ 
ister is being warned the prov¬ 
ince could face “alarming” 
shortages across a range of 
professions in the health-care 
system as workers approach 
retirement, which includes a 
shortage of 800 nurses within 
five years. 

The warning is contained 
in ministerial briefing notes 
prepared by the Health De¬ 
partment soon after the Lib¬ 
erals took power two months 
ago 

“Current supply levels for 
professions in the province 


are monitored and are rela¬ 
tively stable; however, future 
shortages predicted in certain 
sectors are alarming,” says the 
document, obtained under 
freedom-of-information legis¬ 
lation. 

The notes identify specific 
areas that need to be watched: 
“Professions requiring close 
monitoring include phys¬ 
icians, registered nurses, li¬ 
censed practical nurses, con- 
tinuing-care assistants and lab 
and diagnostic imaging staff to 
name a few.” 

The best available data is 


for the province’s 10,000 regis¬ 
tered nurses. Health Depart¬ 
ment figures show about 45 
per cent of registered nurses 
are over the age of 50 and 
many will be able to retire in 
the next five years. 

The department says there 
could be a “gap” of about 800 
registered nurses if a number 
of factors remain the same, 
such as the number of seats in 
nursing schools, the number 
of nurses projected to retire 
and demands that are placed 
on the system. 

Health Minister Leo Glavine 


said solutions might include 
increasing the number of seats 
available at universities and 
colleges, along with stepping 
up international recruitment. 

Glavine also said the gov¬ 
ernment would have to look 
at incentive programs, as well 
as different ways of delivering 
care that maintain high levels 
of service with fewer staff. 

The president of the Nova 
Scotia Nurses’ Union said the 
looming shortage of nurses is 
a “huge” problem to a system 
already dealing with fewer 
staff. 

Janet Hazelton said a short¬ 
age of 800 would be equal to 
losing the entire nursing staff 
at the IWK Health Centre, or 
would be more than the total 
number of registered nurses 
now working in Cape Breton.

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After train fires, U.S. officials 
issue alert about Bakken oil 


Flammability. Crude 
shipped from Bakken 
oil patch is potentially 
more volatile than the 
traditional variety 


Following a string of explo¬ 
sive accidents, federal offi¬ 
cials said Thursday that crude 
oil being shipped by rail from 
the Northern Plains across 
the U.S. and Canada may be 


more flammable than trad¬ 
itional forms of oil. 

A safety alert issued by 
the U.S. Department of Trans¬ 
portation warns the public, 
emergency responders and 
shippers about the potential 
high volatility of the crude 
being shipped from the Bak¬ 
ken oil shale patch in Mon¬ 
tana and North Dakota. 

The warning comes after 
the massive explosion caused 
by an oil train derailment on 
Monday near Casselton, N.D. 


No one was hurt, but worries 
about toxic fumes prompted 
the evacuation of hundreds of 
residents. 

The oil boom in the Bak¬ 
ken has reduced the nation’s 
reliance on imported oil and 
brought thousands of jobs to 
the region. But as compan¬ 
ies have increasingly relied 
on trains to get that oil to 
lucrative coastal markets, 
public safety in communities 
bisected by rail lines has be¬ 
come a major concern. 


In July, 47 people were 
killed in Lac-Megantic, Que., 
when a train canying Bakken 
crude derailed. Another oil 
train derailed and exploded in 
Alabama in November, killing 
no one but releasing an esti¬ 
mated 749,000 gallons of oil 
from 26 tanker cars. 

The amount of oil moved 
by rail has spiked since 2009, 
from just more than 10,000 
tanker cars to a projected 
400,000 cars in 2013.

Safety alert 


Thursday’s safety alert was 
partly due to results of 
preliminary tests on Bakken 
oil to determine just how 
dangerous it is, said Jeannie 
Shiffer with the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation’s 
Pipeline and Hazardous 
Materials Safety Administra¬ 
tion. 

Shiffer said it is important 


to know the volatility of the 
oil so that it can be properly 
handled during shipping. 

The issue of volatility is 
of particular importance for 
emergency responders who 
have to deal with accidents 
like the one in Casselton, 
said Fred Millar, a rail safety 
consultant in Virginia.

The friend tweeted the infor¬ 
mation, and it was followed 
up by the Sunday Times. 

The law firm apologized 
and paid damages to Rowling 
for the leak.

H1N1. Young parents 
embracing flu shot: Poll 


Increasing numbers of adults in 
their child-rearing years are be¬ 
coming convinced that getting 
a flu shot for themselves and 
their children is a good idea, a 
new poll suggests. 

The Harris/Decima poll, 
done for The Canadian Press, 
found that those aged 18 to 34 
and those with children in their 
households were the two demo¬ 
graphics that had the highest 
rates of flu-shot converts than 
any other. 

“What appears to be oc¬ 
curring is that over the years 
younger Canadians and par¬ 
ents are particularly becoming 
more convinced that they will 
do it (get a flu shot) in the com¬ 
ing year if they haven’t done it 
veiy often in the past five,” said 
Doug Anderson, senior vice- 
president for public affairs for 
the polling firm.

MIT. Researchers have 
found a way to render 
3D images of people 
and things remotely 


Researchers at the Massachu¬ 
setts Institute of Technology 
have found a way to allow 
people in one place to interact 
with 3D versions of people or 
objects in a different location. 

MIT’s Tangible Media Group 
calls the technology inFORM. A 
person in one location moves 
or puts an object in front 
of a depth-sensing camera. 

That camera sends signals 
to a motorized pin screen 
somewhere else and that’s 
where the 3D image pops up. If 
someone on camera is moving 
his hands, for example, that 
movement would show up 
on the pin screen in another 
location. 

They hope the technology 
can eventually be used by 
urban planners and architects.

Cauliflower is the new kale, salt 
is the new pepper and dough¬ 
nuts and burgers are going 
gangbusters — at least, that’s 
what food-trend watchers are 
predicting for 2014. 

“I would say that cauliflower 
is the new kale and will defin¬ 
itely surpass kale this year,” 
says Christine Couvelier, execu¬ 
tive chef and global culinaiy 
trendologist. Cauliflower can 
be mashed, grilled, broiled or 


Ingredients 


• l head roasted garlic 

• 11/2 lb Yukon Gold potatoes 
cut into wedges, unpeeled 

• 1 lb raw cauliflower, broken 
into pieces 

• 2 cups diced onions 

• 2 tsp vegetable oil

• 1 tbsp sesame oil

• 3/4 cup frozen shelled eda-

• pinch of salt and pepper 


cut in steaks and barbecued, 
served on its own or in salad or 
tossed with herbs and oils. 

Here, it’s teamed with eda- 
mame to add more nutrients 
and flavour to regular mashed 
potatoes. Roasting the vege¬ 
tables brings out a more in¬ 
tense flavour than boiling, as 
does the addition of sweet cara¬ 
melized onions. 

1. Preheat oven to 400 F. Line a 
baking sheet with foil sprayed 


with vegetable oil. Cut the top 
off the garlic head and wrap 
with foil and place on the bak¬ 
ing sheet along with the potato 
and cauliflower. Spray the vege¬ 
tables with vegetable oil. Roast 
for 30 minutes or just until 
tender, turning occasionally. 
Squeeze out the cloves of garlic. 

2. Meanwhile, add onions to a 
skillet along with the vegetable 
oil and saute on medium heat 
for 10 minutes just until tender. 


Add the brown sugar and saute 
for another 5 minutes. 

3. Mash potato wedges with 
skin in a large bowl. Place the 
cauliflower in a food processor 
along with the olive oil, sesame 
oil and milk and puree. Add 
to the mashed potatoes along 
with the onions, garlic cloves 
and edamame. Add the salt and
